There are a few Suggestions we recommend that you consider in your compliance 
efforts to make this change as easy as possible for your establishment: 





1) Begin to think of your tobacco products as a valuable such as Jewelry which 
you would noi waut accessible ta your chants; this wil) half you to derermine 
where yaur tobacco products should be placed. 

2 lin doubt about what is acceptable for compliance, contact the Health 
Department pefare beginning any major reconstruction of your sales area; 
Health Department staff are available to raview your plans. 

3) Requer an on-site inspection before the law goes into effect on December 3, 
1997 to be sure your establishment is in compliance. 

4) Call Joan Guard at the Environmental Health Division, 753-545, to arrange a 
consultation of on-site visit as needed,
